STANDARDS FOR CHILD PLACEMENT 


the recent meeting the Executive Committee 
the Child Welfare League America the most impor- 
tant action that was taken consisted the adoption 
certain minimum standards relating the placement 
children foster homes. 

The League was organized less than five years ago 
out group co-operating agencies calling them- 
selves the Bureau for Exchange Information Among 
Child-Helping Agencies. Most the children’s aid 
societies and children’s home societies enjoying some 
recognition the country came into its membership, 
but without the application any tests. These in- 
evitably also came into the League when the Bureau 
became the League. 

Under these circumstances the standards the in- 
dividual agencies were not modified such admission, 
and the differences the standards have during the 
past five years become patent all the League’s mem- 
bers. During the last three years new members have 
been accepted only upon careful examination their 
standards and upon scrutiny the Executive Com- 
mittee the League. 

For this reason the action that was taken recently 
may considered the most important forward step 
the organization the League and also the 
formulation child welfare procedure the country 
whole. 

The minimum requirements that children foster 
homes must visited least four (4) times year, and 
that year should elapse between the time that child 
placed foster home before adoption completed 
were not accepted without challenge and without 
vigorous discussion both sides. the one hand, 
was pointed out that would impossible for children 


visited four (4) times year certain states, 
where good part the time roads would closed 
snow mud, and homes were remote from the cen- 
ters the society’s activities. was pointed out 
answer that child could considered safely placed 
unless least four visits could made within 
year’s time, and the location the child the home 
was such that this could not done had best 
withdrawn from the home and placed one that would 
more accessible; that the resources the Society 
did not permit enough agents appointed visit all 
the children would better smaller number 
children were served, but given the protection which 
minimum adequate supervision least would pro- 
vide. 

Likewise, referring the requirement for year 
between placement and adoption, was pointed out 
that the family received much protection the child 
from such plan, and would advantageous 
apply this rule quite rigidly, since created practically 
hardship when once accepted. 

All members the Executive Committee believed 
that these standards should made apply soon 
possible and many members believed that much more 
frequent visiting was necessary the case many 
placements. order that there might hardship 
created for even the weaker agencies now the League 
adapting themselves these rules, the date when 
these two most rigid ones should made apply was 
set January 1927, although believed that most 
the agencies can put these rules into operation 
once, any rate before the dates mentioned. 

The League desires the largest possible service 
counseling with any members who find peculiar 
applying the rules that were adopted 
special circumstances. The principal considerations 
the adoption these rules were the needs and safety 
the children with whom our agencies were deal.

Others 
find necessary because distance refer such re- 
quests other agencies, and should always told 
when the client colored, order that mistakes 


may occur. Both southern and western agencies cover 
large territory with small staffs, which workers the 
North who are not familiar with long distances other 
parts the country probably not realize. More 
careful locating addresses and more accurate direc- 
tions are needed save the time member agencies 


who are already unusually overburdened with their own 
tasks.

This makes 
better adjustment with the foster family possible and 
keeps the interest the volunteers. 

The Committee should liaison with the 
agency and the foster family as, having established 
friendly relations with the family and interested them 
the work, find that they like feel that are 
there talk over their problems. This the point 
where think that the volunteer representative can 
really useful. Many foster families fight shy dealing 
with large organization the city—it all sounds 
very professional them; sometimes misunderstandings 
occur which can smoothed away when one within 
easy telephone and visiting distance.” 

was made the policy the Department take 
children who need special care that they are not likely 
get elsewhere. this basis co-operation has been 
continuous and appreciative from the Charity Organiza- 
tion Society, the Bureau Children’s Guidance, the 
Vanderbilt Clinic and others. Catholic and Jewish 
agencies, which the Department referred many chil- 
dren, have appreciated its services. During 1924 the 
Department was asked help 419 different children, 
which number actually took into care 
the remainder were referred other agencies but 
not few would have been accepted had the staff and 
finances warranted doing so. Quality work was made 
the first consideration and the case load therefore kept 
reasonably low. policy has won the approval 
several hospitals and clinics that had never before had 
the assistance boarding home care for their children, 
those dealing with problem cases being particularly 
gratified the results achieved the careful place- 
ment children who needed selected environment 


order recover from character and mental difficul- 
ties. the present time the Department has chil- 
dren boarding homes, the remainder having been 
returned their parents when the children’s improve- 
ment made this desirable, more often when the 
family situation had been worked out successful 
rehabilitation. the settled policy the Depart- 
ment work with the families the children with 
greatest thoroughness order able restore the 
children their own families speedily possible 
and make sure that the time and money invested 
helping the children will not lost through some health 
other disaster the children’s families that could 
have been avoided thorough case work. the 
sixteen months operation case that has been dealt 
with and discharged from care has returned second 
time. 

The Society realizes that the present time 
means meeting the share the need New York 
City that would naturally fall it. believes, how- 
ever, that keeping its standards high can demon- 
strate such worthwhile results that the public inter- 
ested children will come realize the special ad- 
vantages this type work. this takes place 
support will forthcoming and the Department can 
enlarge its service solid foundation careful 
case work. 


CHILD WELFARE NEWS 


The General Health Bureau for Public Education 
Disease Prevention the city New York desires 
call the attention parents and children the risk 
death and disease suffered absorbing beverages 
from unclean containers. Summer approaching, 
when the danger the common cup found many soda 
fountains, outdoor drinking stands and other places 
makes this risk much greater than other times the 
year. 

Statistics from many parts the country indicate 
that fewer children are now brought before the courts 
than was the case few years ago. the two largest 
cities, New York and Chicago, the decrease has been 
marked. New York there have been more than 3,000 
fewer delinquent and neglected children cared for 
the Children’s Court during each the last three years 
than 1919 any the ten previous years. 
Chicago, the number children before the Juvenile 
Court decreased from 5,238 1919 3,350 1923, 
decrease more than per cent. 

explaining the decrease cases before the Chil- 
dren’s Court New York City, Franklin Chase Hoyt, 
the presiding Justice, points out number causes. 
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“The decrease,” says, “is the result civic and 
social effort eliminate the causes which have been 
responsible for delinquency and neglect. The work 
prevention, which has been engaging the attention 
many agencies and organizations; the awakening 
public conscience and intelligence, evidenced the 
activities the settlements, community centers, clubs, 
parents’ associations and the like; the development 
the probation system; the intensive efforts the court 
are some the things that have improved 
the conditions. surrounding the children our com- 
munity.” 


Miss Emma Puschner, who has been charge 
the work the St. Louis Board Children’s Guardians 
for number years, leaves that position May 
the Headquarters Staff the American Legion 
Indianapolis, Indiana, have charge the field 
work the National Children’s Welfare Committee.

COUNTY 

The study adoptions Cuyahoga County, recently 
published the Cleveland Conference, covers 339 
adoptions between July 1922, and June 30, 1923, 
based some 127 schedules filled out from court rec- 
ords.

STUDY FOSTER CHILDREN 

The Commonwealth Fund has granted $15,000 for 
study foster children, divided equally for that 
purpose, made Louis Terman, Ph.D., Stan- 
ford University, and Frank Freeman, Ph.D., Uni- 
versity Chicago. Dr. Terman will make compara- 
tive study foster children with their foster parents, 
and Dr. Freeman will make comparison between 
foster children and their brothers and sisters, de- 
termine whether the advantages which foster children 
receive enable them make higher score mental 
tests. (Journal American Medical Ass’n, Dec., 1924.) 


NEWS FROM LOCAL CONFERENCES

adoptions. Only six States, which Ohio one, have 
adequate legislation governing adoptions. Chicago 
the Juvenile Court has the responsibility granting 
adoptions. Careful investigation made the Court 
whether the child should separated from its 
family and whether not the foster home suitable 
for the child. Each case has approved 
advisory committee adoptions.
